Unknowingly, preliminary research on this book began in 1985 when I started genealogical 
research of the Orrell family. At that point I began collecting all available data on the Maryland 
branch of the family and soon leamed that Maryland was the cradle of the Orrell family in America. 
There have always been bits of information stating that Orrells had arrived elsewhere in this 
country at eariier times; however, to date, these particular Orrells have yet to be located, their 
existence proven, and their ancestors and descendants documented. This book proves the 
existence of the Orrell family in Maryland as eariy as 1676, a century before the American 
Revolution. The three eariiest Orrells proven in Maryland were Thomas Orrell and Alexander 
Orrell of Calvert County and John Orrell of Dorchester County. Little infonnation is known of 
Alexander Orrell and it is suspected that he died about 1717, that date being the last time he was 
located in the Court Records of that period. It is known that Thomas Orrell died between 25 
August 1719 (date of will) and 2 May 1721 (date of probate). John Orrell died between 23 
November 1723 (date of will) and 26 December 1723 (date of probate). It has not been proven if 
the three are related, although it is certainly suspected they were brothers or father and sons. 



'BE NOT QUICK TO JUMP TO CONCLUSIONS' 

The above motto should be the rule for every genealogist. Care must be exercised in trying 
to piece together family trees. For the most part, in this book, I have not tried to prove the 
genealogy of the various branches of the Orrell family in Maryland. Such an undertaking is not 
within the framewori< of this project. The mainoumose of this project is to collect and preserve the 
records uncovered at the Maryland State Archives that document the Orrell family in Maryland. 
However in Section F of this book detailing Vital Records, I have drawn on all available information 
to cite parentage and marriage information. The task of detailing the genealogy of the Orrell family 
and it allied lines in Maryland and elsewhere will be dealt with in future books by Robert Stanley 
Orrell and myself. These might take the fomi of joint collaborations, individual efforts, or both.

Many times I had 
to enlarge an 8x1 1 page to 33x17 to try to make it readable. Even then, using a magnifying glass, 
I was sometimes only able to decipher a few words, names and dates !

MISSING INFORMATION 

While an enormous amount of new Orrell information was located, this project was not 
without disappointment. It was eamestly hoped that this research would locate the parents of 
several Orreirs. In particularly, I was anticipating the discovery of the parents of Edward V, Orrell, 
Daniel Black Orrell, and James Thomas Orrell. Edward V. Orrell is my great-greatgrandfather, 
Daniel Black Orrell is Robert Stanley Orrell's great-great-greatgrandfather, and James Thomas 
Orrell, Sr. is the great-great-great grandfather of David Oliver Orrell. We find it rather ironic, and 
also rather sad, that as Orrell Family Historians, we often are able to supply ancestries for 
inquiring Orreils, tracing their roots directly back to John Orrell, Sr. of Dorchester County, 
Maryland. Yet we as the 'supposed experts' have each been obstructed in our quest to 
genealogically certify our direct heritage back to John Orrell, Sr. Bob, David, and myself are 
certain of our descendency from John Orrell, Sr. almost certain of our complete Orrell line.

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HISTORY OF EARLY MARYLAND 

Maryland is neither the largest, smallest, oldest, nor the youngest state In America. 
It is often called America In miniature. It is a middle-border state. Its northern boundary - 
the Mason - Dixon line was the line that divided the North and South in the American Civil 
War. While technically a Southem state, most of Maryland sided with the North in this 
battle. 

Of Maryland's 1 2,303 square miles almost one-fifth is water - a higher ratio of water 
to land than that of almost any other state. This one factor is significant in Maryland's 
history and culture. There is an abundance of maritime activity in this state; especially in 
the Port of Baltimore. The Chesapeake Bay with a water area of 1 ,726 square miles is the 
largest Inlet on the Atlantic coast of the United States and measures 185 miles In length. 
It supplies crabs, oysters and a host of other varieties offish. 

The true founder of Maryland, the fourth successful English colony In America, was 
George Calvert, the first Lord Baltimore. Maryland was named In honor of Queen Henrietta 
Maria. On March 5, 1634, two ships the Ark and the Dove entered the Province of 
Maryland at the mouth of the Potomac River. They settled in what is now St. Mary's City.

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THE STATE FLAG OF MARYLAND 



Maryland's flag has the coats of arms from both the Calvert and Crossland families. 
Calvert was the family name of the Lord Baltlmores. Crossland was the family name of the 
mother of George Calvert, the first Lord Baltimore. The flag was first used in about 1886. 
It was officially made the State Flag of Maryland in 1904. The cross on the top of the 
flagstaff was added in 1945. 
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THE GREAT SEAL OF MARYLAND 



The Maryland State Seal has two sides - the Obverse and the Reverse. The 
Obverse of the seal shows a picture of Lord Baltimore dressed as a knight in amior and 
mounted on a charging horse. The Latin words mean 'Cecil, Absolute Lord of Maryland and 
Avalon, Baron of Baltimore.' 

The Reverse of the seal shows a coat of amis with symbols from the Calvert and 
Crossland family. Above the shield is a crown and a helmet. On one side of the shield is 
a farnier and on the other side a fisherman. These represent Lord Baltimore's two colonies 
of Avalon and Maryland. The Calvert motto is on the scroll. It is written in Latin and 
translated means, 'manly deeds, womanly words.' The Latin on the border of the shield 
means 'with favor wilt thou compass us with a shield.' This is a quotation from the Book of 
Psalms in the Bible. (Psalms 5:13) 
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NMRYLAND STITE ARCHIVES 

The Maryland State Archives is the historical agency and archives for the State of Maryland. It serves 
as the central depository for the public records of Maryland state, county, and local government from the 
colonial period to the present. 

As early as 1729 a 'Repository for Old Records' was erected in Annapolis. In 1772, when a new 
State House was built, four rooms were set aside for an archives. A new structure was erected in 1859. In 
1935 the Maryland Hall of Records was opened in Annapolis on land deeded to the State by St. John's 
College. This remained the cite of the archives until a new Hall of Records was built in 1986 on Rowe 
Boulevard. The new facility is a truly beautiful structure and is a pleasure to research in. 

The Maryland State Archives contains volume and card indexes in the Search Room plus thousands 
of microfilm reels in the Microfilm Reading Room. There are about 140 indexes in the Search Room. Some 
of these take the form of pages of xeroxed index cards bound into book fomi. Others are alphabetized index 
cards, while others are huge index books of land records from the various Maryland counties. Here are a few 
examples of the various types of records: Bulletin No. 17, Index Holdings , published in 1972, states: 

PROBATE RECORDS 

The indexes to probate records are divided into two categories: central agency records and county 
records, because two sets of probate records, theoretically identical, have been preserved for the Colonial 
Period. The chief probate officer of the Province was located in the capital; for some time in the earliest 
period, the Secretary of the Province served in this capacity, later it was the Commissary General. Papers 
were filed in the capital where they were recorded among the records of a central agency, known as the 
Prerogative Court. It is assumed that the Deputy Commissary kept some sort of docket of instruments of the 
county, but no record as such has been found. After the Revolution, the General Assembly ordered the 
original documents of the Prerogative Court to be sent to the county of origin and there to be recorded by the 
Register of Wills. This accounts for most of the second set of probate records for the Colonial Period. 
(Samples of probate records include:) 

WILLS 

Record of wills of deceased persons probated. 

ACCOUNTS 

(Administration Accounts) 
Record of accounts filed by executors and administrators stating the value of decedents' estates and 
listing the payments made to creditors and to satisfy other charges against the estates. Often this record also 
shows the disposition of the balances remaining in estates among the heirs, but this information may be 
entered in a separate record called 'Distributions'. 

ADMINISTRATION BONDS 

(Administrators and Executors Bonds) 
Record of bonds entered into by administrators and executors requiring that they faithfully perform 
their duties in the settlement of estates. 

INVENTORIES 

(Lists of Debts, Inventories of Personal Property, Inventories of Real Estate) 
Record of appraisements of the personal property and lists of debts due to decedents. Since 1 848, 
the appraisers appointed to appraise personal property have also been required to evaluate real estate. The 
earliest appraisements of real estate were simply recorded as totals in Orphans' Court Proceedings, but from 
time to time various counties began to record them in full in Inventories. More recently, some counties have 
established this as a separate series. 



OTHER RECORDS: 

LAND RECORDS 

Primarily a record of instruments pertaining to real property, such as, deeds, assignments, leases, 
mortgages, releases of mortgages, powers of attorney, agreements and rights-of-way. In addition, the earlier 
volumes served as a sort of catch-all in which various other instruments were recorded. Some of these were 
eventually established as separate series, as for example, chattel mortgages, bills of sale, indentures of 
apprenticeship, manumissions of slaves, commissions and qualifications of civil officers, vital records and 
incorporations of church, social and business organizations. Other instruments found recorded in this series 
are cattle marks, certificate of strays, records of convicts brought to Maryland as servants, certificates of 
importation or removal of slaves, publications of freight rates, proofs of age and election returns. 

COURT PROCEEDINGS 

(Court Records, Entries of Judgments, Court Minutes) 
Record of the proceedings of the court at each terni of Court. Typically, the record beings with the 
style of court which states the date and place of meeting and lists the name of the justices present and 
perhaps the county sheriff and clerk of court. Also listed are the members of the grand jury and petit jury. 
This is followed by presentments and indictments, rules and orders of the court, admissions of attorneys, 
qualifications of civil officers, naturalizations and other routine business of the court. During the colonial 
period and the few years thereafter when the court served as the executive body of the county, the minutes 
also record the administrative actions of the court, such as, expenditure of county funds, assessment of taxes, 
appointment of constables, coroners, road overseers and other county officials, issuance of licenses to keep 
ordinaries and sell liquors, establishment of tavern rates and so forth. 

Regarding the judgments - in its simplest fomn, this is a record of criminal and civil cases tried before 
the county court. The style of court usually appears at the beginning of each term of Court. In the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries thess records were kept in considerable detail. Quite often it also 
included the minutes of the court, as described above. 

VITAL STATISTICS 

(Marriage Licenses, Record of Births, Record of Deatiis) 
Originally, a record of marriage licenses issued by the clerk of the county court under the provisions 
of Chapter 12 of the Acts of February 1777. The information given includes the date the license was issued, 
the names of the male and female and occasionally the name of the minister to whom the license was 
directed. The record was kept very carefully because each clerk was required to account for the fees he 
received in payment for the licenses. No indication is given as to whether the marriage was ever performed . 
In 1865, an act was passed providing for the registration of births, marriages and deaths. It was 
made the duty of the clerks of the circuit court for the several counties and the Clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas of Baltimore City to record this information in specially prepared books that were furnished them by the 
Secretary of the Senate. The Record of Mamages was to give the date and place of marriage, name, 
residence and official station of the minister, name, age, color, residence, marital status and occupation of 
each party, and date of record. This record was indifferently kept in some counties and the Act was 
eventually repeal in 1882. The systematic registration of marriage was finally accomplished by the passage 
of Chapter 497 of the Acts of 1886. The information given is essentially the same as required by the Act of 
1865 with the addition of the date the license was issued. Register of births recorded under the provisions 
of Chapter 130 of the Acts of 1865; gives date and place of birth, name of child, sex, color, names of parents, 
father's occupation and date of recordings. In most counties, this record was pooriy kept. Register of deaths 
recorded under the provisions of Chapter 1 30 of the Acts of 1 865; gives the date of death, name, sex, color- 
marital status, age, residence, occupation, place of death, place of birth, parents' names, residence of 
parents, cause of death, place of burial and date of records. Usually contains only a few entries.

3 year old heifer and calf and their increase. I give unto granddaughter Margaret Llewellyn one 3 year old mare and one (?) 
and bequeath all the rest of my estate both real and personal to my grandson Richard Rogers and his heirs forever after my 
debts shall be paid of my personal estate but in case the said Richard Rogers should die before he comes to age then my will 
is that my said estate shall go to and be equally divided between my aforesaid grandchildren John & Margaret Llewellyn their 
heirs and ordain and appoint my son-in-law Richard Llewellyn whole executor of this my Last Will and Testament. In witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 25th day of August in year of our Lord One thousand seven hundred and 
nineteen (1719). Signed, sealed, published and declared in presence of R. Llewellyn, John Edwards and ChariesR. Griffin. 
(On the back of the will isa memomndum:)' On the 2nd day of May 1 721 , Charles R. Griffin one of the subscribing witnesses 
to the will made an oath on the Holy Evangelist that he saw the written named Thomas Orrell sign and seal the will and heard 
him publish and declare the same to be his Last Will and Testament and at the time of his so doing he was of sound and perfect 
memory to the best of his knowledge.

This deponent being at Mr. James 
Woolford's place said the before mentioned Mary and Martha Orrell with their Negro woman, having a candle or lantern 
bringing of goods towards Mr. Woolford's fence side he asked them whether those were the goods he before saw, they said 
they were and ftjrther he saith not. - Thomas Stewart. 

Dorchester, Maryland - The deposition of Martha Orrell aged sixteen years or thereabouts saith that some small time 
after her mother Mary Orrell's decease about the month of November anno domino 1 726 her sister Mary Toilet the now wife 
of John Toilet took goods and chattels of her said mother's estate, that is to say one old flannel blanket, one pair of good cotton 
sheets, two pewter basins, three pewter plates, one small box lined with green velvet and two silver buttons and concealed them 
so that they were not brought to appraisement as she hath understood and ftjrther saith not.

The Bill of Complaint of Levin Smith of Caroline County humbly complaining sheweth. H 

That your orator heretofore purchased of a certain Thomas Orrell of said county thirty six and one quarter acres of 
land lying in Caroline County called Revival and the said Orrell gave Bond to your orator to convey the same to your orator his 
heirs a copy of which Bond is herewith exhibited No. 1 and which together with all other exhibits in this cause your orator prays "] 

may be taken as part of this his Bill of Complaint.

f hroughout this document Anna Statia Orrell has had various spellings: Anastatia, Annastatia, Ann 
Statia, Anne Statia, Ann, Anne. 
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Your orator charges that he passed his Bond to the said Orrell conditioned for payment of the purchase money of said 
land which money your orator hath since fully paid and hath taken up said Bond with a receipt thereon as by Exhibit No. 2 will 
more at large appear. Your orator states that the said Orrell had not the legal title and estate in said land at the time of the 
contract aforesaid but held the same under an equitable title in virtue of a Bond of Conveyance from James Hindman in whom 
the legal estate was nested to which James Hindman the said Thomas Orrell hath paid the greatest part of the purchase 
money but afterwards died not having the legal estate in said land and leaving a small part of the purchase money unpaid.

Your orator charges that the land which Thomas Orrell contracted to convey to him as specified in the Bond of 
Conveyance aforesaid contained and included within the limits and courses of the land conveyed to the children aforesaid herein 
named. 

Your orator states that he hath fully paid for his land but cannot obtain a title or conveyance of the same because of 
the infancy of several of the defendants. In tender consideration whereof as for as much as your orator is remediless in the 
premises without the aid of this court.

have in due form of law been granted to Sarah Orrell his widow and the said Sarah is also dead and letter de bonis now hath 
been granted to this defendant on the personal estate of the said Thomas.

The condition of the above obligation is such that in case any one of the obligers Elizabeth, Anna, James, William, 
and Mary Onrell within one year after amVal at age shall make appear to the satisfaction of the Chancellor that there was fraud 
in obtaining a deed executed on the seventeenth day of January seventeen hundred and ninety four (1794) by Thomas Orrell 
deceased to William Whitely for mortgaging part of a tract of land called Revival lying in Caroline County containing one 
hundred and twenty four acres and one quarter of land or that no such deed was really executed or that the debt now claimed

In Chancery, February Temri 1800: The said cause standing ready by decision on the Bill answers and exhibits the 
same with all other proceedings were by the Chancellor read and considered and the complainant having filed a Bond to the 
defendants as by law prescribed in the penalty and with the security approved by the Chancellor. 

It is thereupon this twentieth day of February eighteen hundred (1800) by Alexander Contee Hanson, Chancellor, 
and by the authority of this court adjudged, ordered, and decreed that the land and premises called in the Bill Revival and in 
the mortgage deed herewith exhibited called Revival in Caroline County be immediately sold and that Robert On^ll of said 
county be and he is hereby appointed the Tmstee for making sale thereof and that the course and manner of his proceedings 
shall be as follows: He shall first lodge with Register of this court a Bond to the estate of Maryland executed by himself with a 
surety or sureties approved by the Chancellor in the penalty of hour hundred pounds current money and conditioned for the 
faithful perfonnance of the trust reposed in him by this decree or to be reposed in him by any future decree or order in the 
premises. He shall then give notice by advertisement inserted at least three weeks successively in some convenient newspaper 
and set up during the same time at convenient public places in the county of the time place manner and terms of sale. He shall 
then proceed to sell the said land and premises at public auction the purchaser or purchasers of the said property giving Bond 
or Bonds to the said Trustee as such with security for the payment of the purchase money with interest within the term of fifteen 
months from the time of sale and as soon as conveniently may be after the sale the trustee shall return to this court a full and 
particular account of his proceedings under this decree with an affidavit of the tmth thereof and of the fairness of the sale 
annexed and from the Chancellors ratification of the sale and payment of the purchase money and not before the purchaser or 
purchasers of any of the said property shall be entitled to hold the same free and clear from all claims of the complainant and 
defendants and the trustee shall bring into this court the money arising from the sale to be applied under the Chancellors 
direction to the discharge of the mortgage debit in the Bill mentioned and the costs of suit after deduction such commission as 
the Chancellor shall think proper to allow the said Trustee for the whole trouble and expense by him incun-ed in the execution 
of his office. 

And the Chancellor hereby expresses his regret that it is not in his power to comply with the wishes of the defendants 
and their guardian in directing the property by them mentioned to be sold instead of the mortgaged property. He directs an

N.B. - It is necessary here to remarked that Mr. Boone priced (as I apprehended) the articles mentioned in his schedule at the 

very high prices, merely to keep up appearances, I can conceive of no other idea, for the property all, was as ordinary as can j 

be imagined and this being known to the neighboriiood round but few purchasers attended, indeed it was one cause why I so 

long declined accepting the appointment of trustee (viz. three or four years) it appeared to me that censure would be inevitable 

the goods being priced so high in the schedule, when I knew they would see for nothing in comparison. I would also observe H 

that his Books of Accounts are not worth one shilling. As it appears that he had collected all that was separate upon them 

previous to whilst he was engaged and insolvent about obtaining a law for his discharge. I have not been able to ascertain any 

who stand charged in his books but what either have receipts against them, or accounts equal to, and sometimes exceeding 

them. Again, should there be any remote cases where the money may be due in every case the Act of Limitation would bar them

This entry clearly indicates a Negro Orrell. During this time period Whites and Coloreds were listed 
together in the same section.

years Whites and Coloreds were listed in different sections of the Baltimore City Directory, although I have 
never located any other black Orrells in the Baltimore City Directory. I have searched many records and 
have not found any black Orrells in Maryland although it is documented that they exist in other states. Most ~] 

slaves did not have last names. Many times upon being freed they took the name of the slave owner. I feel, 
with a fair degree of certainty, that this is an incorrect entry. It is possible that the entry was for a white 
Francis Orrell as the name Francis occurs quite frequently in the Orrell's of Maryland. This is the first 
recorded entry of an Orrell in the Baltimore City Directory (1829) and occurs 13 years before the next 
occurance (1842).
